PIUs IX. TO THE ARCHBISHOP OF UTRECHT. 
The following extraordinary, document is 
printed in the Globe-Democrat, for which paper 


it was translated : 

Pope Pius IX. to his reverend brethren, Andreas Ig- 
natius, Archbishop of Utrecht, together with his suf- 
fragan Bishops and his beloved sous, all the Catholics 
of Holland, grace and apostolic benediction : 
Neu know that duty bound we, our highest apestoli- 

cal office, sent you an address, dated the Jlst of March 

last, in which, by virtue of our apostolical power, we 
designated the election of Johannas Heykamp, an elec- 
tion undertaken by the so-called canons of Utrecat, 
and which the Dean of the so-called chapter of Utrecht 
was so bold as te announce to us—to be the so-called 
Archbishop of Utrecht as worthless, unlawful, and 
sacrilegious, and accordingly vacated and annulled the 
same, and, under alty of excommunication, for- 
bade the said Heykamp not only each and every exer- 
cise of episcopal jurisdiction, but ordained, also, that 
neither he should present himself for consecration, 
nor thatthe so-called Bishops of his party, or any 
other Archbishops or Bishops should o to con- 
secrate him, whose election was of no force and effect 

Without fearing the Divine wreth y accumu-

CENEALOCY OF JESUS. 
4 DOUBTER ASKS FOR INFORMATION. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune ; 

Curcaco, Oct. 28.—As your columns seem to 
be always open to earnest and candid inquirers 
after religious truth, and having for a long time 
felt a desire to have the mysteries removed from 
the recorded genealogy of Jesus, I hereby pe- 
tition a limited space for the purpose of present- 
ing my doubts to your readers, hoping that some 
one learned in theology will kindly come for- 
wardand make clear to me that which now 
seems seriously contradictory, and offers a for- 
midable barrier to my adopting the New Tesia- 
ment as my guide in religious belief. 

In tracing the genealogy of Jesus as given by 
Matthew, we fiod that from King David the 
lineage is through Solomon and his posterity, 
reaching down through twenty-eight generations 
to Jesus; making forty-two generetious from 
Abraham, divided as follows: From Abraham to 
David, fourteen generations ; from David to the 
going away into Babylon, fourteen generations; 
and from Jechonias to Jesus, fourteen genera- 
tions. Luke, in his genealogy, gives us the same 
connection from Abraham to David, but there 
leaves the line of Matthew, aud tells us that it 
1s through Natban and his posterity that the 
lineage of Jesus is to be traced ; and gives us 
fourteen generations more from David to Jesus 
than given by Matthew. In reading these two, 
which are claimed tobe inspired records, we 
find the following important discrepancies: 
Matthew gives us forty-two genérations from 
Abraham to Jesus; Luke gives us flfty-sn; 
Matthew brings Jesus from tbe fanily 
of Solomon; Luke from the family of 
Nathan, Matthew gives twenty-eight gene- 
rations from d Jesus, and 
Luke gives us forty-two. Matthew gays there 
are fourteen generations from Jechonias 
— when by actual count there are but

THE LONDON CAT-SHOW. 

Col. Forney, im a. late London letter to the 
Philadelphia Press, deseribes the cat-show at 
the Crystal Palace: This season there are no 
less than 213 exhibitors. The Crystal Palace 
itself ie familiar to Americans. The centre tran- 
sept, at once a beautiful promenade and a de- 
lightful resting-place, was crowded yesterday by 
the visitors who came to see the cats in cages 
down each side. Each cage contained a cushion 
for pussy, a little saucer filled with milk, etc., 
while the prize cate were distinguished by a biue 
flag hung from the top. Some idea of the enter- 
prise of the authorities at the Palace may be 
gathered from the fact that about 130 prizes 
were offered for competition, from 45 to 15 
shillings, while mar of distinction, which are 
equally coveted, 8 as very highly com- 
mended,” ere also awarded. in certain 
classes, where there is a great competition, and 
only, say, three prizes, those cats which are high- 
ly commended have a good chance of carrying 
off the first prizes at local shows or exbibitioms, 
where their standing would be more completely 
recoguizéd. The best tabby cat received a silver 
cup. Por this prize there was a general rivalry; 
there were thirty-six candidates, and, as they 
were all first-class, the decision of the judges 
was not made until after much discussion. The 
prizemaa at last appeared in Master Shuckard’s 
“Tommy Dodd, aged 9 years. and valued at 
£100 ($500); the winner of the second prize 
was also held at the same amount, while the 
value attached to others in the same class was 
never below £5. Miss Shorthouse’s cat, age 
unknown, possesses a tabular pedigree for six 
generahions,” and is valued by its owner 
at £10,000; but in face of these substantial 
arguments Miss &8.'s favorite was not 
among the prizes, ouly receiving & 
high commendation.“ Other of the candi- 
dates were maguoificeut creatures, graceful in 
their movements, their furs shining with gloss 
resembling the richest velvet. These cats were 
the best in the show, and were specially consid- 
ered by the judges to be a superb class. The 
average weight of each was about 16)5 pounds. 
One of the prizes was for the “heaviest eat in 
the show, and this was wou by aspecimen weigh- 
ing @ few ounces over 18 pounds. This genile- 
man was 60 overcome with joy at the honor he 
had won that he gave himself up to amusement 
the whole day, glad to engage in a game wilh 
the first youngster that came along. Few out 
of the 500 pussies showed bad tempers ; the 
exceptions Wore amongst the biack cats, which, 
for the most part, seemed discontented. Very 
different was the conduct of the long- 
haired Angora species, with their splendid coats 
white as snow, their pmk eyes, and fiery 
appearance, forming one of the most interestiug 
features. The crowds of children who almost, 
in these days, live at the Palace, make thetr 
choice without regard to the decision of the 
judges, aod their favorites ave at once exalted 
among themselves. The 2 favorites yes- 
terdav were three kittens belonging to one fam- 
ily, of the Angora breed, strikingly beautiful. 
aud a lady cai, the happy possessor of eight kit- 
tens about two days old, all, like their mother, 
perfectly white and quite andistingutshable from 
each other. Another Bpecimen had greatness 
thrust upon him, because, poor fellow, he had 
the misfortune to be born without forelegs. This 
gentleman gets about after the fashion of the 
kangaroo, aud be manner of getting over the 
ground is certainly curious if not graceful. Tuis 
unique spectacle is under distinguished auspices;

ROSSI AS “OTHELLO. ” 
Lucy Hooper writes from Paria to the Phila- 


delphia Telegraph: 
Rossi, the great Italian tragedian, has giv- 
en two performances at the Italien Opera-House 


during the past week, playing Othello on both 
eccasions, Having the recollection of Salvini 
fresh in my mind. I could scarcely imagine that 
any other actor could ever 80 personate the 
character as to give me the slightest pleasure, 
but ere the play was half over, I was forced to 
rescind my decision. It was a great perform- 
ance, wouderfuily powerful, pathetic, and origi- 
nal. Inno one respect did Rossi imitate his 
brilliant countryman, and he 
bimself to be fully his compeer in 
point of genius. He is not so handsome s 
man, though of equally powerful physique 
and noble presence, and his features are won- 
derfuily mobile and expressive. He represents 
Othello not as a dusky, crimp-haired negro, as 
did Salvini, but as a Moor, with copper-tinged 
complexion and straight locks. In the first two 
acts I liked him less than I did his great rival. 
He is less noble, less dignified, more of the sol- 
dier end less of the proud and stately Oriental, 
and, above all, he is less of a lover. Shall Lever 
forget the meeting on the Island of Cyprus as 
Balvini rendered it; the joy too great for utter- 
ance, the love too deep for words, the broken 
phrases, the intense passion of the accents that 
told of emotion too overmastering to be expressed 
by speech? But in the third and fourth acts 
Rossi riges to equal tragic heights. The scream 
of fury with which be clutched Jago was thrill- 
ing in the extreme. He did not pronounce the 
celebrated farewell with the pathos which Sal- 
viui infuses into it; it is rasheracry of agony, 
not the wail of a broken heart. Strange to say, 
his version omits the seene where Othello aske 
Desdemona for the bandkerchief, though in 
other respects it is far closer to the original than 
was the translation played by Salvini. In the 
last act he was magnificent. When, after the 
revelation of milia, he rushed to the — 
caught the dead Desdemona in his arms. 

stroked back ber digheyeled hair, lamenting 
over his slain love in aecents of such unut- 
terable woe and thos that there wae 
scarcely a dry eye in the house, the pain of the 
moment was almost beyond what mimic pas- 
gion should excite.

+ The meeting was called for a special pur- 
pose, and a certain class of citizens were in- 
vited to participate. In answer to this call, 
between 2,500 and 3,000 merchants and 
business-men went to Farwell Hall. Also 
some 200 or 300 men not merchants, but 
mostly ward-bummers, gamblers, rougha, 
and thieves, went there uninvited. They 
had no rights there except those which 
the merchants who Aired and paid for 
Farwell Hall chose to accord them. Is 
Mr. Harsco a merchant? Is Jack Rovn- 
ru a merchant? Is Jack Gunten a mer- 
chant? Is Mun McDonitp amerchant? Is 
Mm Corcoran a merchant? Is Tom Fouxry 
a merchant? Is Im MoHatz a merchant ? 
Is Nep Bunns a merchant? Are any of the 
rum-hole habitues, the Clark street gamblers, 
the roughs of the Sheriff's office, the shoulder- 
hitters and the thieves who accompanied Mr. 
Ham Friday night, merchants? If not, 
what rights had they in Farwell Hall except 
by courtesy? They are the very men whom 
the large assemblage of merchants proposed 
to criticise and antagonize. Was the mer- 
chants’ right to freedom of speech to be 
hooted down by a gang of bummers who in- 
vaded their hall? This is the real issue of 


lics known as the Father Mathew Temper- 
ance Society. They are constant and efficient 


drinking, gambling, thieving, and ballot- box 
stuffing, and its ministers and members fre- 
quently express themselves very plainly on 
these matters. Has Mr. Haim the right to 
get together his Fotxrs, Acrzws, GaRRICKS, 
McDowatps, Corcorans, Hopes, and Mo- 
Hates, enter a Methodist church of a 
Sunday, give the preacher a black eye, clean 
out the congregation, set up a doggery in the 
pulpit, and a faro-game in the chancel ? If 
Mr. Hearne has not the right to do these 
things, what more right has he to interefere 
with a meeting of merchants to which he 
was not invited and where he did not belong? 
Had he, and the gamblers, thieves, and 
ballot-box stuffers who accompanied him, re- 
mained as quiet spectators, nobody would 
have objected to their presence; but when 
they sought by terrorism to defeat the object 
of the meeting and dislodge the men who 
had engaged the hall and paid for its use, 
they were guilty of an act of ruffianism only 
equaled on that occasion when Hsm led a 
gang of roughs to the Council Chamber in 
the interest of incendiarism, and sought to 
bully the Council into an abolition of the 
fire-limits. 

The ‘Staats-Zeitung is right when it says 
that the constitutional right of free speech 
was involved in the Farwell Hall meeting. 
but not exactly in the way it putsit. The 
right of men like Joun V. FanwRLL, GrorcEe 
Armour, Gzorez M. How, T. W. Harvey, R. 
P. Durickson, Martrxn AnpRrEews, FRANKLIN 
MicVraOn, and the 3,000 other decent citizens, 
to speak their own sentiments, in a meeting 
of their own, in a hall hired by themselves— 
this was the issue of free speech. If Joun 
V. Farweut had undertaken to speak against 
Mr. Hsm in a Hesinc meeting, he would 
soarcely have escaped with his life. And if 
the merchants who went to Farwell Hall had 
known that their right to free speech was 
to be disputed by a gang of ruffians, they, 
too, would have been prepared to spill blood 
in defense of it. They probably thought 
that the $1,000,000 a year of taxes paid for 
the support of the police force ought to in- 
sure them protection against the intrusion of 
the vicious classes. Instead of this, the 
Sheriff of the County, with some of his un- 
derlings, was on the ground to assist Mr. 
Hramo in his proposed assault on the free- 
dom of speech and the rights of the 
merchants, and the police who were 
present were more inclined to use 
their clubs against the merchants than 
against the thieves and roughs. Appeals 
were made in vain at police headquarters for 
a sufficient force to keep order. Fortunately, 
the men who had gathered there knew their 
rights, and knowing, dared maintain them. 
They had the judgment and resolution to op- 
pose the invasion at its incipiency, and fight 
it step by step, and thus saved the riot and 
bloodshed that had been preconcerted by the 
villains who sought to drive them from their 
own hall and take possession of it. 


THE FARWELL HALL RESOLUTIONS. 
The merchants of Chicago, who hold in 
their hands the business interests of this city, 
hawe presented a fearful indictment against 
the crowd which Hsm heads, and it de- 
rives additional strength and force from the 
character of the men who have drawn it up. 
The Farwell Hall meeting was made up of 
three thousand business men, who have great 
interests at stake; the men who believe in 
peace, law, and order, and are bound to pre- 
serve it; the men who believe in honesty in 
politics as well as in trade, and who are de- 
termined to break up the stealing, swindling 
jobbery and bogus-contract business which 
have so long disgraced Cook County; the 
men who believe in purity of elections, and 
are determined that the ballot-boxes shall not 
be tampered with and stuffed. The assem- 
bled thousands of merchants of Chicago met 
in Farwell Hall because they were determined 
to have a fair election. There were Demo- 
cratic merchants and Republican merchants, 
and there were many merchants who had in- 
tended to vote the Opposition ticket, who 
now intend to support the Republican ticket, 
because they now see that HrsNo and his 
crowd have struck at their dearest liberties. 

The merchants, therefore, met and con- 
demned the Opposition, and their condemna- 
tion is sharp and explicit. They condemn 
the majority of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners for packing the election precincts 
with partisans of the Opposition ticket. 
They charge that the purpose of this act is to 
promote the commission of frauds by stuffing 
the ballot-boxes; that the present Oounty 
Board was nominated ‘‘ by a corrupt clique of 
desperate men who have robbed the people 
of their revenues;” that the construction of 
the proposed new Court-House will place at 
the disposal of this corrupt Board immense 
sums of money; that the success of the Op- 
position ticket involves the loss of many 
millions of dollars to the honest tax-paying 
community.” In view of these charges, the 
truth of which has not been and cannot be 
denied by the Hase gang, the merchants 
denounced this corrupt action of the County 
Board as an infringement of the rights of 
American citizens. They declared that they 
would resist every attempt to desecrate the 
ballot-box through illegal voting, repeating, 
and fraudulent counting, by every lawful 
measure” within their power. They boldly 
brought home the atiack by declaring 
„that the public money should not 
be placed in the hands of any man 
who boldly declares that he seeks office 
for purposes of personal gain,” and they 
pressed the charge still further home with the 
declaration that, allying himself with mem- 
bers of the Board of County Commissioners 
known to be corrupt, and seeking to promote 
their re-election to seats they have disgraced, 
Mr. A. C. Hestxo has forfeited the respect 
and confidence of the better classes of our 
citizens, whether native or foreign-born.” 
The merchants not only made declarations of 


principle, But adopted other resolutions put- 


ting these principles into practice. The first 
of these resolutions pledges the merchants 
present to close their places of business on 
Tuesday, to the end, first, that the entire 


legal vote of the county shall be cast; and, 


the money in the County Treasury shall be

THE LAW Of PUBLIC MEETINGS. 

The law governing the holding of public 
meetings is as well known and as well de- 
fined as is any other law for the preservation 
of the peace and of private and public rights. 
That law is, that those who call a public 
meeting and organize it by the appointment 
of officers, and who are lawful tenants of the 
room, have the same absolute right to control 
and direct its proceedings that the clergyman 
and other officers have to control and direct 
the services in a church. This is the absolute 
law, and the only one consistent with the 
preservation of the public peace. Otherwise 
there could be no public meeting which 
might not be disturbed and broken up by an 
invasion of the opposing party. Mr. Hramo 
is a candidate at the head of the ticket of one 
party, and Mr. Hvox is at the head of the 
ticket of the other party. To have Mr. Huck 
invade every Hestne meeting and insist upon 
defending himself would be a denial 
of the Hsm party to hold a meeting at all, 
and we do not exaggerate when we suggest 
that such an attempt by Mr. Hvcx's friends 
would result in violence, and probably in the 
killing of somebody. The case is in no wise 
different when Mr. Hsm in person, attended 
by a brigade of armed gamblers, thieves, 
rufflans, county officers, and other notorious 
scoundrels, entered a mass-meeting of mer- 
chants and demanded that he be heard in 
advocacy of his on election; he committed a 
crime against public morals, against public 
right, against the freedom of citizens to con- 
vene in public meeting,—a crime of a pecu- 
liarly anti-American character, and especially 
indicative of the propensities that subordinate 
reason, deeency, law, and intelligence to the 
force of ruffianism. 

It is time that Mr. Hesmve should know 
that this is an American city ; that, except as 
an American citizen, he has no political rights 
whatever; that, while his birth-place is no 
disfranchisement, he derives all his political 
privileges exclusively from his letters cloth- 
ing him with the character of an American 
citizen. 

Mr. Hama had the same right to enter 
that meeting at Farwell Hall that he had to 
enter Clark Street Methodist Church and in- 
sist upon addressing the congregation in 
reply to the sermon of the pastor. The 
right in both cases to bea disturber of the 
public peace is the same,—no more and no 
less. 


CRUSH OR BE CRUSHED. 

The extraordinary proceedings by the 
friends of Hzstne and the bummer ticket at 
the Farwell Hall meeting on Friday night 
leave no doubt as to the purposes of the 
„Opposition. The Staats-Zeitung yesterday 
was filled with incendiary appeals to the 
Germans, Irish, Scandinavians, Bohemians, 
and all others of foreign birth, to array them- 
selves in personal and political hostility to 
the Americans. It proclaims a contest for 
the absolute mastery of this city. Shall Hxs- 
No crush the community, or shall the com- 
munity now crush the bold and defiant crim- 
inal class which at Farwell Hall on Friday 
night sought to take possession of the mer- 
chants’ meeting ? 

Shall the gamblers rule Chicago? Shall 
the bunko-men, the pickpockets, the brothel 
pimps and runners, the foot-pads, and the 
traffickers in stolen goods, assume possession 
of all branches of the Government in this 
city? Shall Mr. Hasta, the recognized 
chief of the mob, be henceforth during his 
natural life Dictator in Chicago, and, armed 
with the brute power of the criminal class, 
regulate the incomings and outgoings of our 
people? Shall he prescribe who shall be 
merchants and who shall be laborers; who 
shall vote, speak, or express an opinion, and 
who shall be permitted to live or do business 
in Chicago? The purpose of this mob is 
avowed. It is the subjugation of all classes 
of society to the government of the bum- 
mers, of which government Mr. A. C. Ha 
is to be the chief. Does it require that any 
citizen interested in the peace, prosperity, 
and character of the city, or in safety for 
person or property, shall be actually 
knocked down, maltreated, turned out 
of his own store, or out of his church, 
to make him realize the necessity for meet- 
ing this gang at the polls on Tuesday next, 
and there determine whether this city is to 
be the prey of a mob, or governed by law ? 
Shall we abandon everything to the undis- 
puted control of the men who swarm on 
South Clark street every day to rob and plun- 
der the stranger and the unwary? Shall we 
abandon everything like an attempt at self- 
government, and, without an effort at self- 
defense, accept the political and personal 
domination of their chief and the gangs of 
criminals enlisted in his service? If we do 
this do not we deserve the contempt in which 
this mob holds the general public?

Every German, every Irishman, every Scandinavian 
every Pole and Bohemian, etc,, who is faithful and 
loyal to his country, and believes in the rights guar- 
anteed by the Constitution, should be present at the 


meeting to-night at Kingsbury Hall to protest against 
the cry, raised again yesterday, of “ Down with the 


foreigners!” 

It is almost needless to deny that there was 
any such expression used at the Farwell Hall 
meeting, or that this was the sentiment of 
the gathering. There was no expression in 
the resolutions or the speeches that would 
furnish even a pretext for such an assertion. 
There was nothing in the purpose of the 
meeting which would call out or admit of any 
issue between American-born and foreign- 
born citizens. The object of the meeting 
was to protest against the packing of judges 
of election and the stuffing of the ballot-box. 
and all good citizens, whether native or for. 
eign-born, are equally interested in prevent- 
ing this villainy. 

If the Staats-Zeitung means that the meet- 
ing was a Know-Nothing meeting because it 
refused to give way to the brutes and bullies 
who went there in the interest of Mr. Hzs- 
a, it is a reflection upon the foreign-born 
citizens of Chicago for which the Staats. Zei- 
tung ought to be held accountable. It was 
not the Germans, or the Irish, or the Scandi. 
navians, or the Poles, or the Bohemians, that 
tried to break up the Farwell Hall meeting. 
It was a gang of Clark street gamblers, North 
Side roughs, and the most noted thieves and 
villains in Chicago, who made this attempt. 
Some of them may have been of Irish birth, 
and some of American, but there 
were not half a dozen Germans 
who followed Ham into that hall, 
and none of these were representative citi- 
zens of the Germans, Irish, Americans, or 
Scandinavians. They were representatives 
only of the slums of the city. Nobody is 
disposed to hold the Germans or the Irish 
responsible for the outrage. Nobody is re- 
sponsible but Mr. Hrsma and the mob of 
bruisers and roughs whom he led. Every 
good citizen and tax-payer, whatever his 
birth, is interested in the defeat of the Ring 
with which Mr. Hrsmo has associated him- 
self, and in putting down the aggressiveness

We shall bave Oncle Sam” as the 
hero of one play, dumping the tea into Bos- 
ton Harbor, and then retiring, singing psalms 
at the head of his army, to Philadelphia, 
where he is appointed General-in-Ohief of 
the army. The curtain rises at the begin- 
ning of the second act upon the 
legendary hero engaged in a hand- 
to-hand fight with Gen. Branppocs, 
whom he is enabled to kill by the timely aid 
of the Marquis pg ua Fayerrz. The victors 
are suddenly attacked by one of the mon- 
strous lions which, as is well known, then 
infested the forests of North America. Hap- 
pily preserved from this terrible peril,—it is 
needless to say that the preserver is 
a Frenchman,—they journey on to glory. 
When they have attained it, the performance 
closes with a grand tableau. The Marquis pz 
Rocunamsxav is sitting on the head of the 
British lion, which wags its tail—by clock 
work—under the pecks of the American 
eagle’s beak. The Goddess of Liberty crowns 
Oncle Sam. The United States and France 
embrace in the background. France cries,

The real-estate market for the past week has 
been decidedly quiet. Holders are unwilling to 
sécept any figures that buyers ean be induced to 
offer, and hence transactions are mainly con- 
fined to exchanges, where owners on each side 
can see, or think they see, a mutual advantage 
in trading one or several pieces of property for 
another. Parties who have the means to assume 
incumbrances can make very advantageous 
terms, as the tendency among owners to get 
from under the loads they have bed 
so long carrying is very earnest and 
commendable. During the summer a large 
amount of realty has passed into 
stronger hands by just such transfers, relieving 
former owners, and thus helping on the return 
of better times. Men hopelessly in debt cannot 
be 6xpected to take an active part in any new 
and ive enterprises. That the property 
of ty is now mainly held by parties able 
to own it is proved by the business of the mar- 
ket, though there are scarcely enough of real 
sales to fix a standard of prices. That people 
generally prefer to pay their interest and hold 
their property is also evident that comparatively 
so few sales are now made under mortgage and 
deeds of trust. Most ot those now pending are 
old ; comparatively few new ones show 
th es in the advertising sheets.

FINANCIAL.

They would not dream, if they were prop- 
erly taught, of applauding a man who should 
easy, in a conversational tone, The pen is 
mightier than the sword,” or In the bright lex- 
icon of youth there is no such word as fail,” or 
„Kind hearts are more than coronets, and sim- 
ple faith than Norman blood"; they would fol- 
low with a chorus of hisses an actor who should 
take steps a yard long on the way to his dinner 
or his morning dram ; they would correct, gent- 
ly but firmly, any one who should bring his heart 
up out of bis boots and let it down again in 
order to say Good day, my brave fellow.” A 
well-drilled clacque of this description 
might serve as ushers, and be useful in es 

the unseemly turbulence of an audience as we 
as in encouraging it at the proper time to pro- 
longed and uproarious applause. What a terror 
an educated clacque would be to most of the 
Macduffs on the stage! Aud how effectually it 
would suppress the Pretty Bobbies, and the 
Pious Marys, and the Jocund Johnnies, of the 
modern society drama! Creating a part would 
then be something different from what is now 

understood by the phrase. 
CREATING A PART 

ia, to be sure, not an easy matter; but neither 
is it such a terrible affair as some of the Eastern 
mewspapers would have us believe. Leading 
parts are written to be created, and if the 
play in which they appear is at all suc- 
cessful, the part is created of itself. Per- 
sons holding the opposite view may declare that 
the plays would not have been successful if the 
leading parts bad not been, so to speak, ‘‘ creat- 
ed.” That depends. Perhaps there is a good 
deal of truth on each side of the controversy. 
Plays may sometimes gain a success by fine act- 
ing, as well as actors by fine plays. But there 
can be no doubt that the debt of actors to the 
laywrights is, on the whole, heavier than the 
tof the playwrights to the actors. It is 
staff and nonsense to say, as & Very in- 
telligent dramatic critic did 1 that, 
„hen an actor or actress becames identified 
with a part, we don’t want to see any one else 
it, even though they might do 

In a limited sense, this 

may be true of the ephemeral plays which have 
no solid basis of merit, and which depend for 
success upon millinery and slang. It is 
not true of good plays. It is less 
true of The Two Orphans” than of Col. 
Bellers.“ because the former is a better play 
than the latter. Itis not, and never was, at all 
true of the plays which have come down to us 
from preceding generations. Nobody but Shak- 
speare created Hamlet and Macbeth ; nobody but 
Bulwer Richelieu and Pauline; nobody but 
Sheridan Lady Teasle and Bob Acres. 
„Created characters are too often, like seif- 
made men, poorly put together; and the persons 
ho claim credit for them only succeed in assum- 

ing a heavy weight of responsibility.

THE OUTER WORLD. 
REAPPEARANCE OF EDWIN BOOTH. 

It has been said that Mr. Booth played Hamlet 
at Daly's Fifth Avenue Theatre last Monday 
night as he never played it before. One of his 
arms hung lifeless by his side, but what there 
was of him was more to the purpose than the 
whole of any other man now on the dramatic 
stage. The New York Tribune notices the per- 
formance in terms of the highest commendation. 
It characterizes Mr. Booth’s Hamlet as poetic 
and spiritual, and, therefore, a close approxima- 
tion ef the ideal. Mr. Booth, indeed, since his 
recent misfortunes and sufferings, may be bet- 
ter qualified to represent the sad-eyed Prince of 
Denmark than ever before. The Herald finds 
that his performance is remarkably unequal, — 
that at times it is purely mechanical, while 
at others it is full of feeling. The World 
asserts that Mr. Booth fills the popu- 
lar ideal of Hamlet, and that his representation 
of it is equable and satisfactory; but it believes 
his Jago outranks all the other impersonations 
which the eminent tragedian bas given us. The 
divergence of these criticisms suggests that 
some or all of them are incorrect and fanciful. It 
is true, indeed, that most theories of Hamlet, 
aod what should be required of an actor who 
undertakes the part, are faulty, and the main 
reason is that the theories are narrow. Hamlet 
was drawn with a free hand by Shakspeare. 
More than one theory of the character can be 
urged with much show of reason, while not one 
perfectly consistent theory can be advanced. By 
the way, it is worth noticing that the mana- 
gers of Daly’s Theatre in their cbrious devotion 
to art have been convicted of an anachronism. 
They announced thatthe play would be given 
without velvet, a material which was not used in 
Hamlet's day. One of the critics points out that 
nobody can tell when Hamlet's day was, and 
that, at any rate, historical accuracy is much 
less desirable in a representation of Hamlet, who 
is a Character belonging to all time, than in or- 
dinary plays. Moreover, the anachronism ie 
preserved, for Mr. Booth, who dresses in serge 
and woolen and silk, talks the psychology of the 
sixteenth century. and fights with the French 
rapier of the seventeenth. 

GENEVIEVE WARD. 

Miss Genevieve Ward, or her agents, are 
creating a very unfavorable impression of her 
dramatic abilities by the system of prelimi- 
pary puffing which they have seen fit to adopt. 
The offices of the leading newspapers in America 
have been flooded with extracts from compli- 
mentary notices of Miss Ward; and Kate Field al- 
oo has been induced to open her batteries upon the 
common foe. Miss Ward may have talent—she 
certainly bas made in England the success which 
was denied ber in America—but she must come 
again before American audiences depending sole- 
ly on her merite. Provincialjnewspapers in Scot- 
land are no great authority in matters of this 
kind. As an American, and one whose industry 
aud verance have been amply proved, Miss 
W may be sure of an an ent impression 
in her favor; with this she should rest content 
until she has established her title to higher

The only musical event of last week was the 
pleasant reunion of the Beethoven Society at their 
rooms on Friday evening, which opened the gea- 
son of this society. As these reunions are not 
in the nature of set concerts, but are rather in- 
tended as social and musical occasions, there is 
no need of criticiem. At the same time, there 
were some features worthy of notice. The 
instrumental numbers were the Rubinstein 
Sonata in D major for piano and cello (Wolfsohn 
and Eichheim), an elephantine waltz from Von 
Bulow’s Carnival in Milan,” Wieniawski's 
Legende for violin, arranged for’cello (Eich- 
heim), and Schuman’s magnificent Quatuor for 
piano and string instruments, which was very 
finely given by Messrs. Wolfsohn, Lewis, Allen, 
and Ejichheim. The vocal numbers were 
Bennet’s canzonet, “In Radiant Love- 
Uness, sung by Mr. E. Dexter, 
who made his debut on this occasion, and who 
possesses a very clear, pure, and ringing tenor 
voice, which gives promise of good work in the 
future; Raff's Serenade and Swedish 
Song,” sung by Mrs. W. 8.Watrous with so much 
vigor and dramatic expression as to call out the 
most enthusiastic applause; and Abt’s *‘ Blum- 
lein and Haag,” with horn obligato, by Miss 
Lizzie Hoyne and Mr. LeMoyne, which can 
hardly be said to have added much to the at- 
tractiveness of the entertainment. A horn is a 
very uncertain and dangerous instrument even 
in professional hands. In, those of an amateur 
it is as precarious as running for Congress, 
Notwithstanding the dreadful condition of the 
weather, there was a good audience in attend- 
ance, and the entertainment was a most enjoy- 
able one.

How the Straw-Bid Men Wave 
Been Check mated—iIndian Affairs— 
A Whitewashing Operation. ©

Wasurncron, D. C., Oct. 30.—The Siar nas a 
resume of the efforts the Postmaster-Genera] 
ba: made to break up the system of straw-bids, 
for the carrying of mail on the plains and in the 
southwest. It says the carrying of the 
mails in the sections named was con- 
trolled by a few wealthy contractors 
who could virtually dictate their - own 
terms to the Government. Route brokerage, 
or the selling of mail-routes, was common and 
exceedingly remunerative to the Ring; so much 
so that it is stated on reliable authority that last 
ear a contractor was paid $75,000 by a single 
ndividual, who had purchased certain routes 
from him. On many of the long mail-routes it 
was difficult to secure any one other 
than members of the contractors, 

Ring to perform the mail service, owing to 

toe large amount of capital required. One of 

these, it is stated, owned $300,(00 worth of stock 
last year. Many of the abuses pricticed by 
these unscrupulous contractors have been re- 
formed. A service, for instance, for which the 
department formerly paid $69,000 is now satis- 
factorily performed for $30,000 per annum. The 
Post-Office Department has made a positive stand 
against paying the exorbitant prices demanded 
by the ring, and the result is that beiter men 
bave stepped to the front end performed service 
for at leas: one-half lees n pre vious- 
ly paid. In several case, where no one could be 
found to perform service except the ring men, 
the War Department bas cheerfully co-oper- 
ated with the Post-Office Department, and 
the military dare carried the mails 
with but little extra expense to the 

Government. The result has been that the 

greedy contractors have been compelled to sell 

their stock at a sacrifice, and close out bus- 


mess.

An American geutleman resident in Tangier 
writes a letter to a friend in Trenton, N. J., 
from which the following extract is taken : 

Public attention in Tangie® Morocco, has 
lately been excited by a decided action on the 
part of the Uuited States Consul General, which 
almost recalls Commodore Rodgers’ lively times 
with the Basha of Tunis in 1805. 

Tangier bas lately been blessed with a new 
Basha, Kaid Jilaly ben Hamoo, an old man who 


has been used to Moorish intrigue and oppres- 
mon all bis life, and has never before been 
brought into contact with Christians. 

Some goods for the Sultan lately arrived at 
Tangier, and Kaid Jilaly proceeded to attach 
all the camels in that port to convey the vack- 
ages to Fez. Among others, he appropriated 
some camels belonging to citizeus of different 
Christian nations. The Italian Consul was the 
first who applied for the restoration of 
two camels belonging to an Italian 
subject, and the request was granted. 
This was followed by applications of a 
similar character from the British and Ameri- 
can representatives. The Basha refused these 
applications, and oo being reminded that be had 
already granted the same request to the Italian 
Consul. he claimed. Why. you Consuls are 
like so many mot keys! whatever one does all 
the rest must do! 

Col. F. A. Mathews, our Consul Gen- 
eral, immediately called on Mr. White, 
tho sri tish Consul, to it 
be would join in resenting the language used by 
the Basha. Mr. White declined, saying he 
would let the insult pass uvooticed; so Col. 
Mathews decided to exact satisfaction singly. 

In pursuance of this resolution he sent word 
to Sid Mobamed Bargash, the Sultan's Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, informing bim that if the 
Basha did not come personally to 
the United States Consulate by 12 
o’clock tha; day and make a full apology he 
(Col. Mathews) should baul down his flagstaff 
aud cross t Gibraltar, there to await the ordert 
of his Government. In reply the Minister 
begged for an extension of the time to 8 p. m., 
as the day was Friday,—tbe Mussulman Sab- 
bath,—and the Basha was due at the mosque at 
12. Col. Mathews granted this exten- 
sion, and at 3 o’clock the Basha and the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs arrived in state, with 
a numerous retinue. Col. Mathews received 
them seated, and, when the Basha had fuilr 
apologized for the expressions of which be had 
been guilty, rose and shook hands with his 
contrite visitors.

LIEB. 
HIS INSTRUCTIONS TO ELECTION-JUDGES. 

County-Clerk Lieb has come forward boldly to 
the rescue of his owner, and has done all in his 
power to make things easy for Tuesday. He bas 
issued a circular to judges of election, nominally 
instructing them in their duties, but really fur- 
nishing them the apparent authority to staff the 
boxes at their owa sweet will. It is an open and 
shameless defiance of law, and 2 proclamation 
to repeaters and stuffers that they are to receive 
all the aid that tbe County Clerk can give them. 

The circular is iu parts like a Ledger novel, 
and is a very fair exposition of the law down to 
the part numbered sixteen, which is as follows : 

If the of election are eat: that 
AN is entitled to — er- 
vote, even if he is challenged, without requiring him 
to make affidavit. If they are not satisfied that he is 
entitled to vote, and his vote isc he must 
make affidavit of his right to vote, and an affidavit of a 
witness is required by law. 

Without bandying words over this matter, it 
may be said that this is an infamous lie; the 
judges of election have no such power under 
the law, and cannot have. The opinions of the 
best lawyers have been obtained on this matter. 
and they all declare that the County Clerk has 
exceeded his powers, and done just what he 
bad no right to do in thus offering an opportu- 
nity to the gang who propose to stuff the boxes 
and repeat. 

The effect of this cirenlar is as plain asa 
pikesiaff. The County Clerk has sent out these 
cinoulars as the exposition of the law, and Tues- 
day they will be so regarded by the judges. 
Tne scene at thé polls may be imagined: A 
burly ruflian or genteel bunko roper from the 
gavey will appear before the judges, who are 
Opposition in every important ward, aod will 
ask with a wink if the judges are not satisfied, 
aud with a full chorus, or with only one dissent- 
ing voice, they will reply that they are sati 
aud that the vote must be received. 

The circular is au infraction of the law, and is 
so fiamed as to allow substitution of the will 
or wish of the judges for the requirements of 
the law. A more barefaced prociamation has 
never been seen.

BASE BALL. 
THE BATTING RECORD For 1875. 


Below will be found a complete showing of the 
batting record of every professional who has 
played base ball with a championship club 
during the base ball year ended last night. In 
making this record every game has been includ- 
ed which was played for the championship of 
1875. This takes in all Centennial, Washington, and 
Keokuk games as well as those played” by or with 
clubs which finished the season. In cases where 
a player served with two or more clubs bis rec- 
ord has been consolidat and the number of 
games with which he is credited comprises all he 
bas played wherever he has been. The list 
covers all tie games, but does not include ex- 
hibition contests or games with the Cincinnati 
or other professional or semi-professional clubs 
not in the ring. In short, it shows just the 
batting strength of each player as exhibited in 
efforts to gain the championship pennant. 
It should be premised that the 
showing is not perfectly fair, because one man 
may have been to bat more times than another ; 
but, as scores are now kept, itis the only test 
that can be applied to all fhe clubs in different 
cities where so many ways of scoring are com- 
mon. 

The record is also unfair in another respect: 
in that the Bostons and other Eastern crack 
clubs had a chance to briug up their averages by 
games with the Washingtons and Centennials, 
which the Chicago and St. Louis clubs did not 
enjoy. 

The first column shows the number of games 
in which each player participated during the sea- 
son; the second, the eum total of all the base- 
hits made by him during the season; and the 
third the average of base-hits toa game. The 
fact that a large number of amateurs and poor 
attempts at professionals have taken part in 
some games have led to the drawing of a line at 
ten games each, and the omission of the scores 
of all players who did not play that number, ex- 
cept in the case of a few old professionals whose
